HaMminTox '8, Secretary of State,
An Embarrnssing Side Issue.

Although the great majority of the peaple of the
Btate appoar disposed to adcept the proposed constl-
tation, there 18 an embarrassing side issue which
may endapger its ratification. In connection with
the constitution, a vote s to be waken npon several
ordinances adopted by the Austin Convention. Some
of these appropriate large amounts of the public
domain and State bonds to public corporations, and
others exempt such vodies, 1o a greater or less ax-
tent, from the burdens of taxation «directly or mndi-
rectly, It 1s claimed shat the ratification of the con.
giitation will carry with It the approval of these ordi-
nances, against which there s arrayed a sirong op-
position throughout the State,

The Three Partles.

In Texas, as well a8 in  Missigsippl, an election for
Stato oMeers, members of the Legisiature, and Rep-
resentatives in Congress, will be held ot the same
time that the Constitution Is voted upon, so that,
with the ratitication of the Constitution, everything
will be in readiness for the restoration of the MNtate
and tho termination of military rule,

The conventlon which placed the radical or regu-
lar Republlcan ticket, headed by General B J. Davis
for Governor, In the flelil, assembled nt Houston on
the 7th of June last, having previously held a ses-
slon, commencing on May 10, at Galveston, at which
nothing of lmportance was transacted, and remained
in session three doys, In the platform adopted by
thls convention the muin principles of the Republi-
ean party were endorsed, and the adoption of the
new conssitation recommendéd. A resolution re-
commending the enfranchisement of all the whites
WS objected to by a promminent member, who moved
its rejection; but this motlon was lost, und the reso-
lutlon was adopted. A resalution approving the ac-
tion of General Reynolds in bringing the Jemerson
prisoners to trisl was also adopted.

In & letter dated September 4, 1560, and addrossed
to Presldent Grant by General Reynolds, the military
commander of the district, 18 given the following
account of the origin and progress of the breach in
the loyal ranks of the State, which resulted fu the
formation, snbsequent to the David Convention, of
the conservative ticketl:—

“You will remember that aboat the 4th of March
last there were present 1 Washington two delega-
tlons of Texans, both l'lll!llliil’,f to v representatives
of the Republican party of Texas., One of these
delegations, headed by General E. J, Davis, was ap-

olnted by the Constitutional Convention; the other
elegation, headed by General A, J. Hamilton, was

seif-appointed.

SPursuing the policy which I had decided upon in
October, 1867, upon my arrival ln Auastin, of always
endeavoring to produce harmony among all classes
of Republicans, I declined to permlt myself to be
fdentified specitically with either faction, but nankly
told thelr leaders that I would recommend for offiee
men of both factions who, 1 was satistied, would
make good officers, The Federal appolntments were
pretty evenly divided batween the two factions,
muneh to my gratification, as I still hoped to see har-
mony brought about,

“The radicals (E, J, Davis wing} charged, while in
Washington, that the conservative Repuabllcans &:\.
J. Hamilton wing) had entered into a coalition with
the Demoerats of the State to support A, J. Hamil-

ton for Governor, aml in turn to be permitted-y T

him, If elected, to exert thelr infuence *Hthe new
State Government. 1 then offered fo denonnce this
coalition to you on the prodiciion of satisfactory
evidence that it existed, “The evilence was not pro-
duced. i Bt

YAt this last convention"—the one held in Austin,
June 7-9—"E. J. Davis was nominated for Governor,
A, J, Hamilton, Pease, Bell, Huayvnes, Langley, and
many other conservative Republicans were in Hous-
ton at this thne, bus took no part in the proceedings
of the convention., I am assired by parties in whom
1 place reliance, that overtires were made at this
convention by the radicals and rejected by the con-
HErVALLY ca,

YA ticket, with A, J, Hamiiton for Governor and
K. J, Hamiiton for Liensenant-Governor, might have
heen pomingted then and there, and would have
produced harmopy in the Republican party, but for
the persistent opposition of the A, J, Hamilton (con-
servative) factlon. This convention might have
been larger, or another one held, but for the same
apposition, and to-day the only organized Repuh-
ltean party in Texas I8 that headed by E. J, Davia,
The conservative faction have oppoged all organized
concert of action in the Republican party. It {8 be-
lieved that the reason for this aotion is found in the
fact that wlthongh the Democrats will not openly
aflliate with the conservative Republicans, man
Democratic papers advocate the election of A, J,
Hamilton for Governor. Some of them place his
name at the head of thejr papers, others do not an-
neunnee hig npme, but support him. ¥ ] .

“Phe clreumsatances all considered, 1 am con-
strained to belleve that the coalition which has been
charged as existing between the conserviative or A,
J. Aamilton Republicans, and the Democrats (gens-
rally ex-Rebels) doca actunlly exiss. The platforms
of the two wibgs of the Hepublican party are pre-
vigely the same,  The radical v ing act out their pro-
fesplons of adhareu ¢ reconstruotion laws of
Congress and prese for eMee men who are quali-
Bed under these Jaws. The conservative wing fre.
quently nominate men for onles who are known to
he disqualiled under the reconsiructien laws, but
who are also known to be accoptable to the Demo-
oruts.”

But, since there was no lssue of principle involved
ontensibly In the confliel between the radioals and
econservatives, the old-fashioned fre-cating and
negro-shooting Democracy were not content with
thelr chances of a restoration to power, although &8
General Reynolds aald in the concluding paragraph
of his letter 10 the 'resldent guoted above :—

“I'he suceecss of the A. J. Hamllton faction, as it
would be produeed by Demooratic votes, will be the
defeat of Republicanism in Texas, and will put the
State in the hands of the very men who, during the
entire period of the Rebelllon, exerted avery nerve
to destroy the Unfon, aud who have unlformly
opposed the recoustruction lawy with a persistency
worthy of a better cansge,’’

The out-and-out secession Democracy therefore
held a convention of thelr own at Brenborn on the
20ih of September, made up exclosively of editors,
at which & genuine secession Ucket was placed In
the teld, headed by Hamllton Stuoart for Governor,
and with opposition to the pew constitution and
Congresslonsl reconstruction In general as the clilef
plank in its platform, the convention resolving that
they *preferred the continuation of military governs
ment to the restoration of the State on the proposed
diskonorable terms.” A considerable number of the
Democratic papers of the State have glven in their
adhealon to it, bul others have continned to sapport
the Hamilwon ticket, and the Demooratic State Cen-
trinl Committee bave published an address urglog o
united support of the Hamilton tloket,

for ten days. ‘The order wos extremely lberal in its
provigions, Impartial and just, and Was apparently
wull designed to obtain a falr expression of the
people’s will.  The papers of all parties in the State
cuommended if, although some regret wos expressed
that it s provided that the votes shall be taken only
at the several county seats. Muach care has been
tyken to guard against frauds, and the extension of
the time for the election was asked for by General
Repnolds, and gronted by the Prosident, on agcount of
the small number of voting places established in the
State,

The result of the election I8 Involved in conslder-
able doubt, by reason of the existence of the three
tickets; but if Mr. Stoart shonld withdraw from
Humilton any conslderable namber of Democratic
voles, the success of General Davis will be assured,
